(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a sheet containing an electrode 
without impairing quality of the sheet itself. 
CONSTITUTION: An electrode 7 is bonded securely on a 
cover pad 6 while the cover pad 6 is sewn on a skin 5. 
This eliminates the impairing of the workmanship of a 
sheet itself as well as comfortableness in sitting of a 
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sitting person.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A sheet in which adhesion fixing of the electrode is carried out to a cover pad, and said 
epidermis comes to suture said cover pad with sewing of epidermis.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention]

[Objects of the Invention] 
[0002] 

[Industrial Application]This invention relates to the sheet in which electrodes, such as a staff 

sensing device, were built in. 

[0003] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Conventionally, this kind of sheet pasted up the electrode on 
epidermis directly, or sutured it directly on epidermis, and was fixing the electrode to epidermis. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]However, since an electrode is directly fixed to 
epidermis as it is the above-mentioned sheet, adhesives ooze to the design surface of epidermis, 
or a stitch appears, the appearance of the sheet itself is spoiled, and it is ******. By existence 
of an electrode, a feeling of a prop and foreign body sensation of epidermis appear, a crew 
member's comfortableness is spoiled at the time of seating to a sheet, and it is ****. 
[0005]Therefore, this invention makes it the technical technical problem to provide the sheet 
which contained the electrode which cancels the above-mentioned problem, and by which the 
quality of the sheet itself is not spoiled.

[Elements of the Invention] 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]Adhesion fixing of the electrode is carried out to a cover pad, 
and, as for technical means provided in this design in order to solve the above-mentioned 
technical technical problem, said epidermis comes to suture said cover pad with sewing of 
epidermis. 
[0008] 

[Function]The above-mentioned technical means act like next. The adhesives for fixing an 
electrode to the design surface of epidermis do not ooze, or the stitch for suturing a cover pad 
does not appear, and appearance is not spoiled. Since existence of an electrode is absorbed with 
a cover pad, a feeling of a prop or foreign body sensation of epidermis do not appear. Thereby, it 
can be considered as the sheet in which the electrode was built in, without spoiling the quality of 
the sheet itself. 
[0009] 

[Example]Hereafter, one example of this invention is described based on an accompanying 
drawing. 

[0010]As shown in drawing 1 , the sheet 1 comprises the seat cushion 2 and the seat back 3 
allocated in the rear of sheet shoes SHIYONN 2. 

[0011]As shown in drawing 2 , the seat cushion 2 comprises the epidermis 5 which covers the 
cushion pad 4 and the cushion pad 4 which carries out sewing of two or more members in the 
portion A. In the rear face of the epidermis 5, the cover pad 6 is sutured in the portion A with 
sewing of the epidermis 1, and the electrode 7 has adhered to this cover pad 6 with the binder 8. 
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This electrode 7 functions as a sensor part of a crew detecting device which detects seating of 
the crew member to the seat cushion 1 f and detects a crew members existence. 
[0012]Thus, the cover pad 6 is pasted, and since it is fixed to the epidermis 5 via the cover pad 
6 by the suture to the epidermis 5 of the cover pad 6, the binder 8 for fixing the electrode 7 
does not spread and come out of the electrode 7 to the design surface (surface) of the 
epidermis 5. Since the cover pad 6 is moreover sutured by the epidermis 5 with sewing of the 
epidermis 5, the stitch of the cover pad 6 does not appear in the design surface of the epidermis 
5 in independent [ its ]. Thereby, the appearance of the sheet 1 is not spoiled. Since existence 
of the electrode 7 is absorbed with the cover pad 6, a feeling of a prop or foreign body sensation 
of the epidermis 6 do not appear at the time of a crew members seating. Thereby, a crew 
member s comfortableness is not spoiled. Endurance is also obtained without attachment work 
being easy and shifting to the epidermis 5, since the cover pad 6 is sutured by the epidermis 5 
with sewing of the epidermis 5. 
[0013] 

[Effect of the Invention]In this invention, adhesion fixing of the electrode was carried out to the 
cover pad, and said cover pad considered it as the sheet which said epidermis comes to suture 
with sewing of epidermis. 
Therefore, it has an effect as the following. 

[001 4]A binder does not ooze to the design surface of epidermis, or a stitch does not appear in 
it, and appearance of the sheet itself is not spoiled to it. 

[0015]There are no feeling of a prop and foreign body sensation of epidermis, and a seating 
person's comfortableness is not spoiled.
